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EXPORT SUMMARY 


Export earnings fron horticultural products during August reached $229 million, 
up 21 percent over August 1984. The surge in export value was due almost 
entirely to a strong performance by the tree nut category. Almond shipments to 
the Soviet Union and Western Europe (especially West Germany) were up sharply. 
Total U.S. almond exports during the first 11 months of fiscal year 1985 (October 
1984-September 1985) are up $119 million compared to the same period a year 
earlier. The improved export demand is in response to Spain's poor almond 
harvest this past season. (See feature article on the Spanish almond industry on 
page 9 of this issue). Fresh citrus exports were also up in August due to 
heavier shipments of oranges to Hong Kong and Japan.

General Developnents 


--The Venezuelan Ministry of Development announced that import licenses will 
be issued beginning September 26 for certain products popular during the 
Christmas season. These include dates, raisins, filberts, walnuts, almonds, 
mixed nuts, dried prunes and other dried fruits, dessicated cherries, and 
olives in bulk. Licenses will be issued for a total value of $8 million and 
will be valid until Decenber 31, 1985. Apples and pears, formerly key items 
in U.S. exports to Venezuela, were not included in the announcement. 


--Effective September 1, 1985, the Plant Protection and Quarantine (PPQ) 
Division of APHIS discontinued the service of providing Federal Phytosanitary 
Certificates for frozen fruits and vegetables for export. Certification can 
be obtained through the Processed Products Branch (PPB), Fruit and Vegetable 
Division, AMS (202-447-4693), on aée fee basis. Many countries require 
certification. For example, the Certificate of Quality and Condition, FV-146, 
must acconpany all export shinments to the Japanese market. Although frozen 
potatoes exported to Japan were originally thought to be exempt from this 
form, Japan's Ministry of Agriculture, Forestry and Fisheries has reported 
that potatoes are not exempt. 


--The Government of Colombia has been accelerating the rate of devaluation of 
its currency. During 1985, the Colombian peso already has been devalued 31 
percent, compared with only 28 percent in all of 1984. The Government of 
Colombia expects that the stepped up rate of devaluation will offset the 
negative impact on exports fran a gradual reduction of export subsidies such 
as the CERT (export tax rebate) program. The reduction in export subsidies is 
part of the Government's effort to reduce public expenditures. 


Citrus and Products 


--Brazil's orange juice plants have resumed operations following the 
resolution of a processor-grower fruit price dispute which temporarily had 
shut down most plant activity in the state of Sao Paulo. Juice processors and 
orange growers reached an agreement on the price to be paid for the 1985 
season's fruit at a meeting in Brasilia, chaired by the Minister of Finance, 
on September 20. The agreement allowed Brazil's juice plants to begin 
receiving immediately fruit for processing. All but two of the state's plants 
reportedly had been closed for one to two weeks prior to the settlement. The 
price agreement calls for an on-tree orange price of 20,000 cruzeiros per 40.8 
kilogram (90 pound) box of fruit. 


In dollar terms, the 20,000 cruzeiro price, less the 1,700 cruzeiro deduction 
for the value added tax, is equivalent to roughly $3.00 per box. However, 
because of the rapid devaluation of the cruzeiro, those who received their 
advances early or received: larger than average advances may earn a dollar 
equivalent as high as $3.50. Nevertheless, even the lower $3.00 per box 
figure represents a record orange price and is substantially above the $2.10 
average dollar equivalent price set in the previous season.

The disruption in processing activity was not long enough to affect juice 
export supplies. Export flow of orange juice was not interrupted and impact 
on the international price of orange juice was minimal. Brazil's minimum 
export price for orange juice concentrate remains at $1,400 per ton. Export 
registrations for the second quarter of the 1985/86 marketing year 
(October-December) have been opened by the Brazilian government. Brazilian 
production of frozen concentrated orange juice during the 1985 season is 
estimated at 720,000 metric tons at 65° brix (248 million gallons at 42° 
brix), nearly the same as a year earlier. 


Fresh Non-Citrus 


--France announced September 3, 1985 that the use of diphenylamine (DPA) for 
the post-harvest treatment of apples against scald is now allowed. The rate 
Of application of DPA must be such that the residual level found on marketed 
apples does not exceed 3 milligrams per kg. (3 ppm) of fruit. The U.S. 
tolerance is 10 ppm. The approval of DPA in France should encourage U.S. 
apple exporters to explore the possibilities of shipping apples to France. 
The only products previously approved for the post-harvest treatment of apples 
were ethoxyquine, thiabendazole and benomyl. The prohibition of DPA, widely 
used in the United States, was a major obstacle to sales to France. Although 
France is a major producer of apples, it imports about 100,000 tons annually. 
Imports consist mostly of varieties that are grown domestically in limited 
quantities, or of Granny Smith and red apples from the Southern Hemisphere. 
Sources in the French fruit trade sector believe there could be a market in 
France for U.S. red apples of the "Extra Fancy" quality, beginning in December 
or January every year. Limited shipments of Granny Smith apples also could 
occur in March, before the bulk of imports from the Southern Hemisphere 
arrives.

--U.S. imports of fresh mangoes are expected to cease as a ruling setting 


permissible ethylene dibronide (DB) residues at zero goes into effect. 


Efforts to find alternatives to FDB treatment continue.

--Northern Henisphere production of apples during the 1985/86 season is 
currently estimated at 16,978,000 tons, a moderate 3-percent decline from the 
bumper 1984/85 harvest. Most of the shortfall can be attributed to severe 
winter temperatures and cool, rainy spring weather throughout Central Europe 
the damaged nearly every apple crop in the Furopean Community (EC). This was, 
however, partially offset by exceptionally good harvests in Canada, Hungary, 
Spain, Turkey and Yugoslavia. A detailed apple production table appears in 
the statistical section. 


--Pear production in the Northern Hemisphere is expected to drop for the 
second consecutive year to 4,326,300 tons, 6 percent below the 1984/85 


volume. As with apnles, EC crops sustained the most damage. The most severe 
losses occurred in West Germany, Italy and the Netherlands. Based on 
preliminary estimates, the 1985/86 harvested volume in the EC will fall well 
below the ovrevious five-year average. A detailed pear production table 
appears in the statistical section 


Dried Fruits and Nuts 


--CORRECTION: Turkish support prices for raisins and figs for the 1985/86 
season are equivalent to $543 per metric ton ($0.246 per 1b.) and $337 per ton 
($0.153 per lb.), respectively. The article on page 5 of the September 
Horticultural Products Circular incorrectly stated the support price as $0.543 
per lb. and $0.337 per lb., respectively. The correct export taxes for the 
1985/86 season are $80 per metric ton ($0.036/lb.) for raisins, down from $90 
last season, and $250 per ton ($0.113/lb.) for dried figs, down from $300 last 
season. 


UPDATE 


—-World almond production during the 1985/86 season currently is forecast at 3 


percent below last season's level. World supplies, however, will be up 11 
percent due to large carryin stocks in the United States and the favorable 
Outlook for a near record harvest in Spain. World trade in almonds is 
expected to be brisk during 1985/86. The opening price in the United States 
for the 1985 crop averaged $1.04 per pound ($229 per 100 kg.) compared with 
$1.25 per pound last year. The low U.S. price coupled with the prospect of a 
weakened dollar should prove favorable for U.S. exports. In addition, 
substitutions for higher priced filberts in Europe may boost world trade in 
almonds. The United States expects to maintain the record level of shipments 
achieved during 1984/85. Industry sources report export deliveries of shelled 
and inshell almonds during the month of July at 42 percent and 56 percent 
above the previous year. A table showing world production, supply and 
distribution of almonds appears in the statistical section of this circular. 


--World filbert (hazelnut) production in 1985 is expected to be up 21 
percent. Record crops in the United States and Italy will help mitigate the 
impact on world supply caused by a second consecutive shortfall in Turkish 
production. Turkey's exports are expected to be down 12 percent. Turkish 
Government marketing policies on filberts, which consist of a guaranteed 
grower price, a minimum export price (MEP), and an export tax remain unchanged 
from a year ago (see FAS Circular October 1984). The minimum grower price for 
the 1985 season has not been announced; however, a 33-36 percent increase over 
last season's 240 Turkish liras ($110 per 100 kg. shelled equivalent) is 
expected. A table showing world production, supply and distribution of 
almonds appears in the statistical section of this circular. 


Other Processed Fruit 


--A countervailing duty om U.S. imports of canned fruit from Australia has 
been lifted. The U.S. International Trade Commission ruled that abolishing 
the 1 percent duty, in effect since 1923 on products containing subsidized 
sugar, would not ham the U.S. industry. The United States had not imported 
any canned fruit fran Australia for many years, but from January to August 
1985 it has imported 813 tons of canned peaches, 3,228 tons of canned pears, 
and 618 tons of canned mixtures. These imports were valued at $3.6 million, 
slightly more than 10 percent of total U.S. canned fruit imports. 


Vegetables 


-—-The Spanish farm commodity and price stabilization agency will subsidize the 
exportation of approximately 50,000 metric tons of mid-season potatoes with a 
restitution of 5,000 pesetas (approximately 31 dollars) per metric ton. The 
action was taken because of the large Spanish mid-season potato crop which 
caused prices to drop sharply. The export subsidy may be temporary because of 
an expected small late potato crop. 


--The United States imported 218,000 metric tons (4.8 million cwt) of fresh 
potatoes, worth $31 million, in the 1984/85 crop year that ended June 30. The 


increase of 49 percent over 1983/84, breaks the record set in 1981/82. All 
but a handful of imports are fram Canada; 70 percent of shipments enter 
through Maine. At the same time, Canada continues to import U.S. potatoes, 
mostly fran the West: 156,000 tons in 1984/85, an 8-percent increase over the 
previous year. (See graph and table on U.S. imports of Canadian potatoes on 
following page.)

Nursery Products 


--The Colombian government on August 1 established a new $2.7 million line of 
credit to promote flower production in the Department of Cauca in Southwestern 
Colombia. The targeted region is about 160 kilometers (100 miles) south of 
Cali's international airport. Loan terms will be 2 years for working capital 
and 8 years for fixed asset loans. The new investments are expected to 
generate $7 million per year in flower exports. Other investments in 
Colombia's flower industry include a new storage terminal, mainly for export 
flowers, which will be built at the Bogota airport. The terminal, to be built 
by the flower grower's association, the Export Promotion Fund-Proexpo, and the 
Colombian Civil Aeronautics Agency, will have an area of 4,000 sq. meters 
(43,000 sq. feet) and will hold up to 20,000 boxes of flowers. 





--Roses, Inc., of Michigan has filed an unfair trade practices complaint 
against the Netherlands, Israel, Colombia, and several other Latin American 
producers of cut roses. The suit claims that various subsidies and market 
access restrictions have injured the U.S. industry, both by reducing potential 
U.S. exports and by increasing U.S. imports. The United States imported 129 
million stems of roses in 1984, a 43-percent increase over 1982. More than 
three-quarters came from Colombia. The. office of “the U<S. Trade 
Representative has not yet ruled on accepting the suit. 


Wine, Beer and Hops 


--U.S. grape growers and wine producers have filed countervailing and 


anti-dumping petitions on ordinary table wines from France, West Germany and 
Italy. The American Grape Growers Alliance filed these petitions on September 
10, 1985, with the U.S. Department of Commerce and the U.S. International 
Trade Commission. The Alliance alleges that dumping margins range fron 16 to 
109 percent and that a substantial amount of European wines have been entering 
the United States at less than half of the cost of production, resulting in 
substantial losses to the domestic grape and wine industries. Imports now 


constitute over one-fourth of total U.S. wine consumption. 


--The Office of the United States Trade Representative (USTR) has designated 
the following as major wine trading countries: Canada, Japan, Mexico, South 


Korea, Trinidad and Tobago, and Taiwan. Based on comments and other 
information, the USTR has determined that these countries are designated 
pursuant to Title IX, of the Wine Equity and Expansion Act of 1984. The 
designation obliges the U.S. Government to negotiate the reduction or 
elimination of wine import barriers in these countries. Negotiations, which 
are underway, must be completed by October 31, 1985. Other countries may be 
designated at a later date. (See Federal Register Vol. 50, No. 174/September 
OF 1985 ae 


--French wine exports are expected to be at an alltime high in 1985, 
reflecting strong sales of champagne and quality table wines. Exports 
(excluding vermouth) during the first half of 1985 totaled 5.7 million 
hectoliters (151 million gallons), 4 percent greater than the similar period a 
year earlier, while the value rose by 23 percent. Shipments of wines destined 
for brandy production were also higher, but ordinary table wine exports were 
lower. Exports to the United States (exluding vermouth) were down by 1

percent to 536,000 hectoliters during the first half of 1985, but the value 
jumped by 23 percent as a result of increased sales of champagne and quality 
table wines. Ordinary table wines were only 9 percent of the value of wine 
exports to the United States during January-June 1985, compared with 16 
percent for the similar year-earlier period. 


--Diethylene glycol has been found_in Mann's bottled estate wines in Japan. 
Although marketed as domestic wines, the wines actually had been blended with 


Austrian wine. After the first finding of diethylene glycol in European 
wines, sales of all wines fell. Therefore, growth potential for U.S. wines 
over the next six months does not appear promising. However, in the long run, 
expansion of the U.S. market share is expected. As a result of the tainted 
wines, public concern has been raised concerning lax wine labeling laws. The 
Japanese Fair Trade Commission is suggesting the development of a standard 

wine labeling system which would indicate the percentage of imported wine 
contained in domestically bottled wine. New labeling requirements could 
stimulate interest in imported bottled wine. More than half of Japan's 
imports by volume during the first six months of 1985 were bulk wines.

SPANISH ALMONDS 
SPAIN POSES STRONG COMPETITION FOR U.S. ALMONDS IN EUROPE 


Spain's almond production and exports rank second in importance worldwide. 
Although the 1985 Spanish crop currently is estimated at 70,000 metric tons 
and represents 20 percent of total world production, it is considered 25 
percent short of potential. 


The almond producing area in Spain underwent considerable expansion from 1970 
to 1982 with the greatest increase occurring in 1971 and 1972. Currently, the 
almond growing area has stabilized at 590,000 hectares (1,458,000 acres) of 
Which 92 percent consists of bearing trees. Less than ten percent of total 
almond acreage is under irrigation (compared with 6 percent under irrigation 
in 1978). Most of the newer orchards are irrigated.

Spain's almond exports consist mainly of kernels. Export shipments are 
expected to return to usual levels in 1985/86, up 40 percent fron last 
season's short crop. The European Conmunity is Spain's strongest export 
market for almonds. Fifty-five percent of total almond exports went to EC 
countries in 1984. In recent years Spain exported large quantities to the 
Soviet Union (7,000 tons in 1983, 5,000 tons in 1984) and smaller quantities 
to other East European countries. 


Spain's accession to the EC is expected to have a favorable effect on its 
almond sector. The EC's 7-percent ad valorem tariff on Spanish almonds will 
be reduced by 0.7 percent per year for 10 years beginning January 1, 1986. 
Improved access to the European Canmunity will give Spain a stronger foothold 
in its largest market. EC almond imports fron Spain should continue the 
steady upward. trend which was interrupted by the poor 1984 crop.

The Government of Spain currently provides a 1.3 percent rebate of the f.o.b. 
value of almonds exported. This rebate will disappear with Spain's accession 
to the EC and will be partially replaced by the Community's export refund for 
third country exports. The EC refund is equivalent to about $8 per 100 kg. or 
about 2.5 percent of Spain's current export prices. Forty-five percent of 
Spain's almond exports in 1984 were to third countries. It is still uncertain 
whether the export refund system for exports to third countries would apply to 
Spain effective March 1986. A government sponsored program of subsidized 
credit for the pre-financing of exports is expected to continue after Spain's 
accession to the EC.

THE AUSTRALIAN MARKET FOR HORTICULTURAL PRODUCTS 


Australia is a growing market for U.S. fruit and vegetable products. U.S. 
exports of horticultural products to Australia have increased fran $26 million 
in 1980/81 (July-June) to $47 million in 1984/85. Tree nuts are the most 
important category of exports but significant quantities of dehydrated 
vegetables, frozen vegetables, fresh citrus and dried fruit are shipped. U.S. 
exports of fresh citrus and kiwifruit to Australia are concentrated in 
November to March--The Southern Hemisphere off-season for these commodities. 


In Australia, the rising flow of food imports recently has became a cause of 
concern among farmers, manufacturers and trade unionists. For the year ending 
June 1985, there was a sharp increase from about 1.05 billion to 1.3 billion 
Australian dollars in the value of imports fran all sources of several major 
categories of fresh and processed food products compared to the same period in 
the previous year. Fruits and vegetable imports, including wine, accounted 
for 252 million Australian dollars ($228 million) in 1983/84 and 322 million 
($250 million) in 1984/85. 


Part of the increase is accounted for by Australia's special trade 
relationship with New Zealand, but much of it is in products imported fran 
other advanced nations such as the United States, Japan and Europe. Little of 
the expanding import trade is with developing nations. While some imports are 
exotic specialities, many are everyday commodities that reportedly are 
undercutting Australian farmers and food processors. 


Concern over food imports has increased to an extent that one relatively 
prominent politician reportedly has sought a freeze on food imports into 
Australia. An industry representative blames the upsurge in fruit and 
vegetable imports on the absence of plant variety rights (PVR) in Australia, 
dropping of import quotas, European Community surpluses and the ability of 
countries with superior technology--such as_ Israel--to produce high 
horticultural yields. Countries with PVR are considered to have superior 
fruit and vegetable varieties to Australia. The dropping of a "gentlemen's 
quota agreement" last year with some countries also means more produce is 
being imported. 


Despite a significant devaluation of the Australian dollar relative to the 
U.S. dollar over the last year, the United States has maintained its share of 
Australian imports of the major food lines. The U.S. share of Australian 
fruit and vegetable imports did drop somewhat, however, from 21.7 percent in 
July 1983-—March 1984 to 19.3 percent in July 1984-March 1985. 


In June 1981, the U.S. dollar was equivalent to 0.87 Australian dollar. By 
June, 1985 the value of the U.S. dollar had increased 58 percent to 1.50 
Australian dollars. Fran June 1984 to June 1985 the value of the U.S. dollar 


increased by 33 percent.
